THE NEW EMPEROR OF CHINA. 


. Information received from our St. Petersburg correspondent, 
announces that the son of the late Emperor of China was pro- 
claimed sovereign on the 25th August with all the usual cere- 
monies, 

THE TRANSFER OF THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 

‘We have much pleasure in announcing that this long pro- 
tracted question is now nearly settled. As already stated, the 
principal obstacle to the transfer of these Settlements was the 
question of who was to pay for the outlay made by the Indian 
Government on the fortifications, which were constructed with- 
out the advice or request of the Straits authorities, and are 
considered by many as unnecessary. This difficulty has now 
arrived at a satisfactory solution, by the Indian Government 
agreeing to forego any claim on that account. This is 
as it should be, and we must compliment the Duke 
of Newcastle in objecting to saddle the settlements with 
such a debt. As this was the main thing which “stopped 
the way,” we trust a Bill is now being framed which will ob- 
tain the consent of Parliament at its earliest sittings in the 
next session. The resources and geographical position of Sin- 
gapore have made it @ place of great importance, but we feel 
certain that a more rapid development of internal prosperity 
and wider facilities for trade would have taken place had the 
Settlement been left free of the Indian Government, which was 
too far distant and too much engaged in India to give it a 
fostering care, and yet too near or too jealous to permit greater 
local administration. 


NEW STEAMERS FOR CHINA. 


A new screw steamer, of 790 tons, hes been constructed by 
Messrs, Lawrence and Folkes, New York, by order of P. 3, 
Forbes, Esq., the well-known and much-respected merchant in 
the China trade. She is intended for the coasting trade in 
China, and is called the Flambeau. The steam-power is not 
great ; the cylinders, we understand, being only fifty inches, 
and the stroke fivo feet. 4 

Messrs. Laird, of Birkenhead, are making rapid progress with 
the boats for this company, as noticed in our last, and on the 
2nd inst, launched the first vessel, which is a paddlewheel, and 


named the Titan. 

The following account of the trial-trip of the Zzpress on the 
Clyde is taken from the Glasgow Herald of the 7th inst, :— 

“ This beautiful and commodious paddle-steamer, designed and built 
by the eminent firm of J. and G. Thomson, of this cit the Chinese 
river trade, left the Broomielaw yesterday forenoon er trial-t and 
after steaming down the river until the Cumbrae lighthouse was passed, 
she returned to her moorings about five o’clock in the afternoon, havin; 
completely realised the most sanguine anticipations of her 
owners. The Express presents many features which are novell 
country, her construction and arrangement being somewhat similar to the 
magnificent steamers which ply between New York and Albany on the 
river Hudson. The extreme length of the vessel is 202 feet by 30 feet 
in breadth, while the engines are upwards of 200-horse power, and the 
measurement of the hull fully 489 tons. The wings extend fore and aft 
from the paddle-boxes, and will be fitted up with elegant cabins, while a 
magnificent saloon will be erected on the promenade deck, 60 feet in 
length by 25 in breadth. The main deck will be occupied by a ladies’ 
cabin, furdished with bath-room, dressing-rooms, and drawing-room; also 
spacious accommodation for steerage passengers, officers, and crew. The 
whole passenger accommodation will be amply provided with the ventila- 
tion so necessary in hot climates, by means of “*jalousies” and other ap~ 
pliances while the lower deck will form an extensive and airy steerage. 
Altogether, we think the new model is a great improvement on the ordi- 
nary class of river steamers, and we hope soon to see a few such navigating 
the waters of the Clyde. : 

“The engines of this fine vessel are constructed on the diagonal prin- 
ciple, with jacketed cylinders, aud they are so arranged in conjunction with 
the boilers, four in number, that the whole forms a perfect girder—and 
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thus acts as a valuable element in strengthening the steamer longitudinally. 
‘The Express is the property of Lyall, Still, and Co. ; she is commanded 
by Captain Castilla; and it is intended to take her out to China under 
canvass, and place her on the station between Canton and Hong Kong. 
She is intended to compete with the Yankee-built steamers in the East, 
and as she is provided with all the accommodation of the American river 
boats, with the stability and clegant finish of British workmanship super- 
added, there is little doubt that the Express will prove a dangerous rival 
to the American traders in the Chinese waters. A number of scientific 
gentlemen and other friends were invited by the “Messrs, Thomson to ac- 
company them on the trial trip, and all without exceptior were highly satis- 
fied with the appearance, construction, and sailing qualitics of the vessel. 
The personal comforts of the excursionists were not the least interesting 

rrtion of the day's proceedings, an elegant and substantial dinner having 
Been provided, to which all and sundry did ample justice, and in other ree 
spects enjoyed their day's sailing in an agreeable manner. 


THE FOREIGN ELEMENT IN THE CHINESE CUSTOMS. 

‘The institution known as the Forcign Inspectorate of Cus- 
toms, and which received the especial countenance of the Earl 
of Elgin, is the main stumbling block to trade, Accord- 
ing to the late advices from China, it appears that a new 
construction has been put on the 45th Article of the Treaty 
of Tien-tsin. The Chinese now require that goods which have 
been exported from one port in China to another should 
not only pay export duties at the port of shipment and import 
duties at the port of lauding, but if required to be re-shipped 
they are agnin subjected to an export duty. Under the old 
regime the custom was that goods having once paid the duty 
were not liable to be again taxed, and this practice 
had obtained for many months after the treaty of Tien-tsin 
came into force. Suddenly, however, a new order of things 
has been substituted, and one British firm in China has actually 
been compelled to pay export duties on a parcel of goods at 
Ningpo, import duties at Shanghai, and on re-exporting, another 
export duty, Another case, which we alluded to in a late issue, 
was that of @ parcel of silk exported from Canton to England, 
which on being found inferior and unsaleable, was re-shipped to 
that port, The Commissioners of Customs not only refused to 
allow the drawback on the parcel, but actually insisted on the 
payment of import duties. 

Now, all this is manifestly absurd, and whether justly or not 
the foreign Inspectors are supposed to have instigated this sharp 
practice. To such anextent do the merchants of China feel the 
injustice, that they have decided in laying this and other griev- 
ances against the Customs before the Home Government. The 
Abth Article of the Treaty is as follows, and the China Overland 
Trade Report very properly points out that, as this Article was 
worded in the same manner in the last ‘Treaty (Nanking), the 
interpretation and action on it should also be the same :— 

“ Art, 45.—British merchants who may have imported merchandise into 
any of the open ports, and paid the duty thereon, if they desire to re-export 
the same, shall be entitled to make application to the Superintendent of 
‘Customs, who, in order to prevent fraud on revenue, shall cause examina- 
tion to be made by suitable officers, to see that the duties paid on auch 
goods as entered in the Custom-house books correspond with the repre- 
sentation made, and that the goods remain with their original marks un- 
changed. He shall then make a memorandum on the port-clearance of 
the goods, and of the amount of duties paid, and deliver the same to the 
merchant ; and shall also certify the facts to the officers of Customs of the other 
ports. All which being done, on the arrival in port of the vessel in which the 
goods are laden, everything being found on examination there to corre- 
spond, she shall be permitted to break bulk, and land the said goods, with. 
‘out being subject to the payment of any additional duty thereon. But 
on such examination, the Superintendent of Customs shall detect any 
fraud on the revenue in the case, then the goods shall be subject to con- 
fiscation by the Chinese Government. 

“ British merchants desiring to re-export duty paid imports to a foreign 
country shall be entitled, on complying with the same conditions as in the 
case of re-exportation to another port in China, to a drawback certificate, 


which shall be a valid tender to the Customs in payment of import or 
export duties. 


“ Foreign grain brought into ort of China in itis i

There have been violent declamations by a portion of the 
foreign communities in China against the foreign element, but 
we have not joined in it, knowing the very grave abuses which 
existed in evading tho proper duties ; and there is no doubt 
that this was the view taken by Lord Elgin, coupled with the 
desire to give the Chinese all the assistance he could in se- 
curing a revenue which had for a time, to be devoted towards 
our own claims, and which he knew would be regarded with 
great solicitude by the Chancellor of the British Exchequer. 
There is yet a more grievpus complaint against the foreign 
inspectors—viz., that of introducing armed revenue vessels 
manned by refuse sailors and rowdies, who for the most part 
deserters, and in fact men who would not scruple to commit 
any crime in the Calendar of Newgate. One of these vessels is 
e steamer of jforcign build, and on a late occasion she made a 











raid on a number of Chinese boats in the Canton river, and, 
after being worsted in the affair, made for Hong Kong, to effect re- 
pairs, and procure more of theserenegade sailors, for the purposo 
of repeating the act. Now, the conclusion on the part of the Chi- 
nese is, that tho whole affair is the work of foreigners, and as 
these cascs are likely to be enacted at the other ports, we leave the 
public to judge of the injurious effects it is calculated to pro- 
duce on our prestige. When the system was first inaugurated 
by Sir John Bowring—who had watched with heavy heart the 
iniquity of his smuggling countrymen at Canton—it was con- 
fined to gentlemen of education and intelligence, who trans- 
acted their dutics in the Custom-house ; and that is the point 
it should have remained at; but if the inspection to which 
they were suitably confined leads to the introduction of |such 
measures as we have described, it must end in the dismember- 
ment of the institution, and we must express our surprise 
that our Ambassador has not seen the matter in this light. 
There are several merchants who gave their warm support to 
the undertaking when first inaugurated, who now loudly re- 
monst?Ate agaiust these new inventions, 
.

PROGRESS OF HONG KONG. 

In the Nairnshire Tel:graph we find a notice (written by a cor- 
respondent) of Hong Kong as it is, from which we extract the 
following, It is evidently written by one who is familiar with 
the place and knows how to describe what he sees :— 

“The astonishing progress made by the colony of Hong Kong affords 
perhaps one of the most striking instances on record of the energy and en- 
terprise of British character. ‘The island was taken formal possession of, 
and the British flag hoisted upon it in 1840, The site sclected 
for the capital, now called Victoria, was of very limited space for being 
built upon. It was chosen on the Northern shore of the island, and, as I 
have stated, at the foot of the highest mountains, which are washed by the 
sea, now forming the fine harbour of Hong Kong. Here the Government 
began making an excellent road, called the Queen’s-road, but up till nearly 
the end of 1841 not a single house was built upon it. By June, 1842, the 
town was considerably more than two miles long, consisting of storehouses 
and shops in which every article of Eastern and European produce could 
be procured. At the present time the town is about five miles in length, 
and not only is the declivity of the highest mountains dotted over with 
buildings, but the dethand for building sites is so great that the harbour has 
actually been encroached upon—deep water being no impediment—for 
more than 290 feet, and that, too, for miles along the frontage. In 1845 
the population of Hong Kong was about 50,000, and in 1860 it was 
93,000 of all nations and colonies. ‘To give some idea of its growing 
tendency and importance, it may be mentioned that at a Government 
sale which took place in July last, the sum of $180,000 was realised in a 
few hours by M‘Ewen and Co., Government auctioneers, for a few lots 
of Iand—almost entirely rock—measuring from 3,000 to 80,000 square 
feet cach, and paying a fixed annual rental to Government of from £1 to 
£100. One lot, actually under water, brought $7,000, 

“ This demand for building-sites continues unabated, especially amon; 
the wealthy Chinese merchants, who are leaving the now almost ruine 
city of Canton, and secking British protection, for the double purpose of 
making money and escaping the wrath of the mandarins, who ate disposed 
to “squeeze * them so unmercifully. 

« Orders respecting the allotment and disposal of our newly-acquired pos- 
session of Kowloon, on the opposite shore, are anxiously awaited from the 
Government. The distance across the harbour to the mainland is about 
one mile and a quar‘er, and, when sold, it is conjectured that a rival town 
will spring up, which will detract from the trade and affect the rental of 
property in Hong Kong. This, however, is very doubtful. Some of the 
merchnts may have their residences over there, but I think it will be 
a Chinese settlement,” 
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THE RED SEA AND INDIA TELEGRAPH COMPANY, 


A meeting of this Company was held on the 5th inst, for 
the purpose of considering the proposition made by Govern- 
ment as to the transfer of the Company's property to a new 
Company, which had been formed by Sir Macdonald Stephen- 
son, a8 detailed in our last issue. Considerable discussion took 
place, arising principally upon the option claimed by the Go- 
vernment to redeem the annuity, which some of the share- 
holders thought ought not to be claimed. Eventually, how- 
ever, resolutions were unanimously passed to the following 
effect :— 

“ Resolved,— That the proposition contained in the letter addressed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury to the directors of the Red Sea and India 
Telegraph Company on the 15th of October last be, and is hereby ac- 
cepted, on the understanding that it be made clear in the arrangement 
with the Government that the intention of clause 3 in the proposition is, 
that in the event of the Government deciding to redeem the annuity, 
they shall pay a capital sum which will be sufficient to purchase a Go- 
yernment annuity of £4. 10s. per annum on each £100 of the stock or 
capital of the Company for the unexpired residue of the term. 

« Resolved, that the directors be. and they are hereby authorised to take 
all necessary measures for carrying this arrangement inio effect.” 

On the part of some of the shareholders it was suggested that the shares 
in the new Company should be distributed rateably among the shareholders 
in the old Company. It was pointed out, however, that this was not pos- 
sible. consistently with the appropriation that had already been made; but 
the directors stated that they would receive applications for the remaining 
shares on the part of old shareholders, which they would comply with as 
far as they consistently could, the allotment having been of necessity de- 
ferred until after the shareholders in the old Company had decided to ac- 
cept the Government proposals relative to their annuity. 

‘Sir Macdonald Stephenson, the Chairman and promoter of the new 
Company, addressed the meeting as follows :— He congratulated the meet- 
ing on the course it had pursued, and they would perhaps permit him to 
make a few observations, as one of the new Company, tne re-establishment 
of which was an essential condition to the Government arrangement now 
about to be carried out. The necessity which existed for telegraphic com- 
munication with India admitted of no doubt—it was universally admitted, 
but to carry it out wasa great undertaking. In great undertakings success 
was not immediate ; it must be gradually attained as experience was ac- 
quired, and the greater the undertaking, the greater the difficulties to be 
overcome; and happily in this country—for it was one of the distinctive 
characteristics of its people—the greater the difficulties, the greater the de- 
termination to overcome the difficulties. The importance of telegraphic 
communication with India required no argument on his part ;_his conviction 
was that in a few months it would be complete, and one merchanttold him a 
short time ayo that he could have saved 450,000 by a single message; 
and to the Peninsular and Oriental Company its information as to their 
steamers would be most valuable, and it would be generally beneficial to 
the country. ‘The false position in which the old Company was placed b 
the determination of the Attorney-General very nearly putan end to all 
hopes of telegraphic communication with India, but for the active inter- 
ference of the gentlemen who so effectually endeavoured to remedy the 
impression created, insuperable difficulties would have existed. ‘The 
shareholders of the new Company, if it was successful in working the 
line, had the prospect of a large dividend; if, on the contrary, the; 
failed, they had the certainty of receiving all their capital back, fur all 
that was asked by the Government was, that if their Company was suc- 
cessful, surplus profits should be paid’ to the Government to defray the 
interest on the original capital; and if it was unsuccessful, that after the 
shareholders had been repaid their outlay, the balance should go to the 
Government. The capital (100.000) was small, but sufficient to repair 
the cable from Aden to Kurrachce, which would reduce the distance be- 
tween India and England to five days. ‘The shares were nominally £2, 
but virtually £1, and the prospect of success was universally admitted. 
‘Two-thirds of the capital had been subscribed, as the Government made 
it necessary that this should be done in the first instance, but the directors 
had refrained from incurring additional expense until it was decided what 
terms were to be agreed on. As an Englishman, he felt that an enter- 
prise once undertaken by this Company could not be abandoned without 
a diminution of its national prestige, and he had contributed, as far as 
it was in his power, his aid to prevent it in this instance, and in this he 
had been ably assisted by the officers of the Company. The Government 
had met the question in a very liberal and comprehensive manner. He 
could assure the shareholders in the old Company that the new one would 
be quite willing that they should take shares in it, He asked for their 
co-operation, and he was sure he would not have to appeal in vain. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman closed the proceedings. 


A DISPATCH FROM THE GOVERNMENT OF JAPAN 
TO THE COURTS OF EUROPE. 

THE unsatisfactory state of our relations with Japan is, just 
now, the most prominent question in Asiatic politics. Tie late 
dastardly nocturnal attack on Her Magsesry’s representatives, 
demands not ouly fall compensation for the national affront, 
but also satisfactory guarantees against the repetition of similar 
infringements of the law of nations at any future period, There 
can be no doubt that in every country the life and property of 
the diplomatic representative of a foreign potentate ought to be, 
and are generally, held to be inviolate, and the precincts of his 
residence admitted to be as sacred an asylum as the “horns of 
“ the altar” used to be considered in the Middle Ages. 

It may be difficult to say how far the Government of Japan 
‘was compromised in this diabolical affair; but it will be ad- 








































— 
mitted by all that a Government is responsible to foreign na 
tions for the acts of its own subjects, and in this case must 
be required to give full satisfaction for the affront, and inflict 
summary punishment on the offenders. At the same time it 
cannot fairly be denied that the Government of Japan is placed 
in a very peculiar position, whilst the country itself is in a 
state of transition from semi-barbarianism to civilisation. After 
being shut out from intercourse with the rest of the world for 
nearly three centuries, the thin end of the wedge was first in- 
serted by the American Commodore Perry's modest demands 
for admission to two ports (Simoda and Hakodadi), to re-fit and 
purchase provisions, Scarcely was this granted than UNcia 
Saat appeared again with groater claims, and backed by an im- 
posing naval squadron to enforce them, which reaulted in the 
second American Treaty, negotiated by Mr. TowNsaenp Harris; 
and when the ice was fairly broken, and the breach considered. 
practicable, other nations—England, Holland, Russia, and now, 
as we learn, Prussia—stepped in to secure their part of the 
supposed advantages to be derived from a commercial 
intercourse, however restricted, with a nation numbering 
at least thirty millions of inhabitants. It is well known that 
this sudden charge from a state of isolation to comparatively 
free intercourse with the rest of the world, was not effected 
without great opposition and internal dissensions, which it re- 
quired all the energy of the Government to suppress. It is 
clear that the authorities of Japan have been well aware for a 
long time of the dangers to which they are exposed from native 
fanaticism on the one hand, and on the other from any hostile 
collision with foreign powers, and that they have done their best 
to steer clear of both. In the month of May last, the Go- 
vernment of Japan came to the decision that it was inexpe- 
dient, for the present, to incre se their relations with other 
nations besides those with whom they had concluded treaties, 
and the unusual—or, indeed, for Japan, unprecedented—step 
was taken, of addressing a circular note to all known and un- 
known governments of the world to inform them of this deter- 
mination. This curious document was entrusted for delivery 
to the care of the United States Minister resident at the Court 
of Japan, and has been transmitted by him to the Austrian 
cabinet. We are enabled to subjoin, for the information of our 
readers, a full translation of the text:. 

“During the course of nearly three centuries, our empire beld no in- 
tercourse with foreign nations. The native produce and manufactures of 
the country sufficed for the wants of the inhabitants; the usual articles 
of general consumption were plentiful, and to be had for moderate and 
nearly stationary prices ; the country was flourishing, and the people were 
peaceful, happy, and contented. 

“In the meantime the law prohibiting intercourse with foreigners was 
repealed by the advice of the President of the United States of America, 
and a treaty concluded on the 3lst March, 1854, between the Government 
of Japan and Commodore Perry, the Envoy Extraordinary of the United 
States, by which American vessels were permitted to enter the ports of 
Simoda ‘and Hakodady for the purpose of obtaining supplies of fresh 
water and purchasing wood and provisions, Subsequently a second treaty 
was signed on the 29th of July, 1858, by our Government and Mr. 
Townsend Harris, Minister Fetopotsntiary of the United States, granting 
permission to the citizens of that State 40 trade with Japan; and since 
then five other similar treaties have been concluded with foreign nations, 
and are now either in full operation or about to become so. : 

“ But the admission of foreign trade to the ports opened has been at- 
tended with results very different from our expectations; for the more 
wealthy and intelligent part of the inhabitants are unable to appreciate its 
advantages, whilst the poorer classes derive no profit from it. The objects 
of daily use and consumption are becoming from day to day scarcer and 
dearer from the quantities exported, whilst the poor are no longer able to 
supply their wants, but are now frequently exposed to cold and hunger, 
and ascribe their privations to the foreign trade and the measures taken by 
the Government, The system of excluding foreigners from all access to 
the country and all intercourse with the people, which has been pursued 
for so long a period, may be described as identified with the Japanese 
natives, aud forming one of the most striking and fundamental traits of 
their national character, It will therefore be easily understood, that even 
if the above-mentioned difficulty were not in existence, it would sur 
the power of the Government, or anybody else, to control or alter public 
opinion in this respect, or even to mitigate the uncomfortable feeling that 
predominates in this country, and which is generally ascribed to the 
admission of foreigners. 

“ There can be no doubt that the time is not very far distant when the 
inhabitants of this country will be able to appreciate duly the advantages 
that necessarily ensue in trading with other nations; but in the present 
excited state of public opinion it would be highly dangerous to conclude 
fresh treaties with other powers, and might even bring about a serious re- 
bellion and all the horrors of a civil war. As it has been deemed ad~ 
visable, in the present stato of affairs, to propose a postponement of the 
opening of the ports of Hiogo and Niegata, as well a3 of the cities of 
Yeddo and Osacca, to foreign trade, as stipulated in the treaties, so 
are bound to confess our inability at this moment to enter into ne 
tions with other States for the conclusion of new conventions ; and it is 
the object of this dispatch to communicate reliable information of the 
present state of affairs in this country, and thus to prevent embassiog 
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being sent to us to open proposals for fresh treaties, which, to our deep 
regret, could not at present be entertained. 

“ it is the earnest wish of our Government that the above explanations be 
communicated to the different Governments of the more important States 
throughout the world.” 


THE CHINESE IN CALIFORNIA. 
(From Mr. Wilson, late Editor of the China Mail.) 


We very gladly transfer to our columns an account of the 
Chinese in California, from the pen of a gentleman who knows 
how to handle the subject, and do the Chinese common 
justice :-— 

. “ San Feanctaco, 11th May, 1861. 
« You know how difficult it is to get any general information from 
Chinamen, and how they nearly drove the interpreters mad, last year at 
+ the North, with their answers to the questions put tothem. They are 
nearly as bad as that Arab Sheik who, when Mr. Layard made inquiries 
of him as to the trade of a certain town, replied,—* Many camels come 
and go, but how many, and what they bring, is known to Allah alone.’ 
The Chinese, however, often conceal their knowledge purposely. The 
front of stupidity which they present is oRen essumed as a protection to 
themselves, and assumed, at times, with much profound policy. 

“Such an appearance of stupidity is especially common among the 
Chinese in California, because they are there held down with avery 
strong hand, and feel somewhat depressed. Asan Englishman, they 
were more ready to talk to me than to Americans; for, however it may 
be at Canton, here in California the ‘Ameli kee’ man is by no means 
regarded as a benevolent friend by John Chinaman. But, of ‘course, the 
information I could gather from the Chinese themselves as to their con- 
dition, could only be got incidentally, and they were a little alarmed when 
at first I began incautiously to ask them questions. 

“ There is no doubt that there is a great ‘down’ upon the Chinese in 
California, but I think that the capitalists of the country are favourable to 
the introduction of them, and that the prejudice against them is softening 
rather than increasing. Their timidity and aversion to fighting is one 
reason why they are despised in a new country, where’ personal courage 
is of so much importance and is so highly valued. One of the 
hits which caused most laughter in a theatre I was at last night 
was made by the actor who represented the coward of the piece, 
and who, on being forced to fight, cried out in pidgin English— 
«No can fightee: can wash clothes.’ This was received with 
shouts of laughter ; but Iam told that the Chinese are beginning to use 
knives and revolvers, when they are too much ‘put upon; ' and the up- 
country papers often contain little paragraphs headed * Fight with Chinese,’ 
which indantly show that John is beginning to learn some of the 
characteristics of the bolder and manlier race aimong whom his lot has 
here been thrown. 

‘Twas much obliged to the Rev. Mr. Loomis, a missionary to the 
Chinese im this place, for his kindness in taking me about among them, 
and acting, when nacetsary, as an interpreter. They may be divided into 
two classes: The merchants who carry on the trade with China and with 
the gold districts, and the labourers who are on their way to and from 
the mines, These last are to be found in the * Kumpanee Houses,’ of 
which there are a number in San Francisco, each house being usually 
filled with men from some particular district or of some particular clan. 
‘Thus the people of Sunon—the district of Kwang-tung opposite you in 
Hong Kong—have got a house of their own, and you would meet there 
faces that had perhaps become familiar to you on shooting excursions. 

* On entering one of these houses, we at once see that John Chinaman, 
like John Bull, carries his country about with him wherever he goes, 
Instead of the uncorking of beer bottles, we mect the odour of the opium- 
pipe ; and I was told at the Custom House that about six hundred thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of prepared Opium came last year to San Francisco, 
besides what may have beer smuggled. There, also, are the little c'ha-pui 
from which the Chinaman drinks his sugarless tea, the chop-sticks, the 
rice-bowls ; and see if that dirty cook in the corner is not cutting up the 
identical pieces of pork fat which forms such a stumbling-block to the 
Euro debutant in Chinese chow-chow. There is also a joss-house, 
richly ornamented, as it ought to be in this land of gold ; and the sleep: 

rooms are the same little wooden boxes in which we have spent so 
many pleasant nights when there was scarcely room for us and the mosqui- 
toes in them together. 

“The grand complaint raised by the Californians against tho Chinese 
is, that they are most of them coolies held to servitude —in fact Slaves, 
who untainy compete with free labour ; but I could find no ground for 
this allegation. The head of the ‘ Kumpanee Houses,’ the lodgers in 
the houses, and the respectable merchants, agreed in giving a different 
account of the state of matters. They said—and this you in Hong Kong 
know to be the case—that nearly all the Chinese who come over to 
California have had some litle property of their own sufficient to pay 
their passage, or else have been able to raise the necessary sum on the 
security of their friends, It frequently happens that they reach San 
Francisco without funds, or are reduced to poverty by some unfortunate 
speculation at the diggings. In these circumstances the ‘ Kumpanee 
Houses » are prepared to advance money if the poor Chinaman can get a 
friend or two to indorse the bill. The rates of interest thus charged vary 
considerably, according to the character and prospects of the borrower, 
and ran up sometimes so high as ten per cent. per mensem. A very re- 
spectable and pleasant Chinese merchant, who wished his countrymen to 
stand well in my estimation, was at pains to explain that the high rates of 
interest charged were necessitated, not so much by any tendency to un- 
faithfulness on the part of the debtors, but because their lives and their 
earnings at the diggings were so insecure that many of them were unable 
fo pay up. 

“But the Chinamen who thus borrow are not engaged to the company 











as labourers. They are free to go where they please, and to work as they 
please, so long as they pay the percentage. Asa general, rule the work 
done by Chinamen at the mines is of such a kind that it does not require. 


much combination amonsgt them. Capital will of coume exercise its 
legitimate influences—here and there a wealthy Chinaman will hire a few 
labourers of his own race—and all men who are in debt must work at a 
disadvantage (to their employers, I believe, as well as to themselves) ; but 
white miners are in the same position ; the most extensive works for ob- 
taining gold have been undertaken by wealthy capitalists, and are carried 
out by means of white hired labourers. §o far asI could discover, there 
were no indications of any ‘peculiar institution’ among the Chinese in 
California in regard to ordinary labour different from the ordiaary influence 
of capital in this and other free countries. 

«Phere is, however, one species of slavery among the Chinese here, 
‘as well as in Hong Kong, which gives colour to the allegations brought 
against them. I allude to that unfortunate class of females who are really 
held as slaves, and of whom the very dregs are imported into California. 
As ageneral rule, Attai is not ‘beautiful; but the California Attai 
on, and diseased, is an object to él 


ck-pitted, not young, fod and 
men with shudderings and pity. Being, as I have said, the very lowest of 
this unfortunate class of women, they are often treated by the Chinese 


with great inbumanity; and when—from whatever cause—no longer able 
to serve the purpose of bringing money to their masters or mistresses, they 
are flung aside to die miserably in any corner, without any alleviation of 
their sufferings. Cases of this kind, brought before the police, create 
much indignation against the Chinese, and naturally support the idea that 
Chinese coolies are worked on a system to which no white labourers 
would submit, and which secures them toleration and the ordinary offices 
of humanity only so long as they are profitable by being. under-worked, 
This feature of the Chinese system and character brings its own punish- 
ment in this part of the world. 

“ Thave said that there is a disposition among capitalists to favour the 
introduction of Chinamen, and little disposition among the people to 
make a crusade against them. Several intelligent men, possessing farms 
and gold claims, told me that they were desirous of seeing more Chinese 
brought over, and that the cry got up against them a few years ago, and 
which resulted in an illegal law prohibiting their importation, was more 
the work of a few cunning politicians than an expression of the feelings of 
the people, The few gold miners with whom I had the opportunity of 
conversing, and who were working in the vicinity of Chinese, spoke of 
these latter with no dislike, and with no wish to get rid of them. One 
man complained that the Chinese were given to pilfering ; ¢ but, sir,’ he 
continued, ‘when we miss anything, we just go and take its value from the 
first Chinamen we come across, and so that puts everything square again." 
Under this comprehensive judicial system I do not see that the white 
miners can have any objections to the neighbourhood of pilfering Chinese; 
and the question of competition is settled in an equally summary manner, 
Whenever the white man finds the Chinaman entering into competition 
with him, and threatening to under work him, he simply requests John to 
make tracks, and if he delays, quickly drives him out to some other field 
of labour. ' Washing clothes and selling China Foods appear, by common 
consent, to be given over to Chinamen in San Francisco; but when Irish 
Biddy has appeared here in sufficient strength, I question whether she will 
allow John to dabble in soap-suds. The Chinese work at a woollen 
manufactory near this, and are found to be admirably suited for that kind 
of labour; but I suspect that the other emigrants to California do not 
much care about being shut up in a close factory, when they, perhaps, get 
large suns at the mines, or thirty dollars s month, with their keep at a 
ranch, and when such advertisements as the following appear in the 

apers :— 
ee To Rerusucans.—Wanted, four good men, of any politics, to 
split rail fences at four dollars a day.’ 

“When they are kept from competing in the fields which white labour 
arrogates to itself, the influx of Chinese to this new country, where 
labour is so scarce and so highly valued, cannot but be advantageous to 
all the parties concerned. ‘There are numerous sources of development 
which are left untouched just from the want of labour. Thus, from want 
of labour, whole crops of peaches are allowed to rot upon the ground, 
while preserved peaches are largely used, imported from the Eastern 
States, where labour ischeap;_and almost all the gold procured by China- 
men is got from places which have been dug over and deserted by white 
men. The objection that the Chinese carry gold out of the country is 
thus met ; for it is gold that would otherwise be unprofitably reposing in 
the ground; and they do spend large sunt in the country. They 
travel in steam-boats and railways, and are fond of riding about in car- 
riages. The clothes they wear, the implements they use, the food they eat, 
are in great part purchased here; they themselves, with the rice and tea 
they use, are brought over in American ships; at the mines they pay a 
monthly tax of four dollars a head ; they are robbed frequently by white row. 
dies; they pay highly for house-rent ; they use a certain gatatity of wine and 
of other European luxuries; and—viewed in every light, the objection 
that they carry money out of the country is one of the most ridiculous 
ever advanced, and I'doubt very much of their doing so in any con. 
siderable quantity. I suppose, too, that some money—ay vast summs—is 
‘carried out of the country’ to England, ta Germany, and to the Eastern 
States, without any outery'being raised. But, oh John | unhappy friend | 
until you learn to fight in a civilised and manly manner, even P_titical 
Economy will fail to do you justice. 

“ On entering a shep ‘in San Francisco or Sacramento, the Chiaaman 
is a great favourite, It is all« Good John! buy this; good John! buy 
that.” He is patted on the back, and asked high prices, it being known, 
that he never tries to beat down; but if he fails to find what he wants, 
or does not meet the expectations of the owner, then the scene ischanged 
with a vengeance, and the ‘ dirty stinking Chinaman ’ is very ignominiously 
dismissed. I rather think, however, that, as a general rule, the Chinaman. 
is notill-treated so long ashe does not interfere with white labour. ‘There 
is a good deal of strong feeling among the people of California against 
the ill-treatment of Chinamen ; it 1s not thought right or manly to do 80 ; 
and in American communities this public feeling has more power than 
among ourselves. The respectable merchants in San Francisco complain 
much of their not being allowed to bear witness in courts of justice, 
When the Bishop of Victoria (Hong Kong) was here, he published a 
letter in the local papers, eloquently calling on Californians to allow the 
Chinese to make statements in courts of justice against white men, leaving 
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it to the judge and jury to attach what value they pleased to these state- 
ments. To this proposal there could be no reasonable objection ; but 
nothing has come of it as yet. The question is too much mixed up with 
that relating to negroes to be settled on its own merits. It would scarcely 
do to allow the Chinese coolie to testify against a white man and to re- 
fase the same privilege to an intelligent negro. Another matter 
in which these two races are classed together, along with the Indian, is 
that of marriage. A law has been introduced lately forbidding what are 
called ‘mixed marriages; ’ that is to say, iages of white persons with 
black, yellow, or copper-coloured. ‘The absurdity of such legislation 
searcely merits exposure, and could only be tolerated where much preju- 
dice and ignorance exist on the subject. In Australia the Chinaman 
often takes an Irish wife unto himself, and no evil, but some good, has re- 
sulted from the practice ; but here, where he is prohibited from ‘ing: 
white women, there are scarcely any white of a class likely to marry him, 
80 the prohibition is in every sense uncalled for. 

“ On the whole, the conclusion to which we must come in to 
the state of the Chinese in California is, that they are very much kept 
down, and have not a fair field for the employment of their energies or 
the development of their character. They struck me as much more 
stupid and impassive than men of the same classin China. Their num- 
bers here are estimated at about fifty thousand, and at present they are on 
the increase.”

FRANCE. 

Letters from Saigon, dated the 20th of August, give the fol- 
lowing particulars as to the state of affairs in Cochin China :— 
“The bands which had retired to the South have been completely 
defeated. On the 28th of July one of them, which we bad been long 
paring, was attacked and destroyed; the chief who commanded it was 
illed, and on his person were found documents emanating from the Court 
of Hué, and most clearly demonstrating the hostile feeling of the Emperor 
Tu Duc towards us. ‘The expeditionary corps does not remain inactive. 
‘The works it has undertaken are actively prosecuted. The road from 
Saigon to Mytho is already terminated. The lighthouse on Cape St. 
James is built, and the lighting apparatus brought from France is about to 
be installed. This light will be most serviceable to navigation. Two 
other fixed lights are to be established on the same coast, with the resources 
of the colony. The internal organisation of the country works satisfac 
torily. Its establishment has been all the easier, owing to the fact that the 
Annamites possessed administrative divisions sométhing like our own— 
that is to say, prefectures and sub-prefectures subdivided into cantons and 
communes, Gnder these circumstances, nothing remained to be done but 
to name the officials. ‘The prefects and sub-prefects are French, but they 
are aided by a native council with a consultative voice. The mayors and 
chiefs of cantons are Annamites, and, after numerous trials, persons have 
been found who fill these offices very satisfactorily. The Emperor Napo- 
leon’s fate was celebrated with great pomp at Saigon, and produced a deep 

impression on the native population.” 


A despatch had been received at Toulon from Suez, announc- 
that the steam corvette Forbin, which was conveying Admiral 
Bonard to Cochin-China, had her taachinery so seriously 
damaged in crossing the Red Sea that she was forced to enter 
the port of Aden, where the Admiral found the steam transport 
Phin, which was proceeding to Suez to embark troops. The 
‘Admiral transferred his staff and baggage to the transport and 
proceeded with her to Saigon, The corvette is endeavouring 
to return to Suez under sail 

“The evacuation of Tien-tsia by the allied troops,” says the 
Pays, “ commenced on 1st Oct. Themarines, which are to keep 
garrison there and at Shanghai, had arrived, The French and 
English Governments have taken every measure that the garri- 
gon may, without fear of being disquieted, accomplish their task, 
The Chinese authorities have on this subject given every guar- 
antee required by the Powers.” 


RUSSIA. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Sr. Perersbore, Nov. 3. 


The heavy fogs we have had here for several weeks are con- 
sidered by our meterologists as the sure forerunner of severe 
frost, and great activity is therefore prevalent in the port to 
enable the vessels to proceed to sea, or else they must in- 
evitably become ice-bound for the whole duration of the winter. 
But these very fogs are almost as great an impediment to the 
navigation as ico itself, and the steamers that kept up the 
communication with Cronstadt have been obliged, in conse- 
quence, to suspend their usual trips. 

Owing to these fogs, the departure of the new screw-steam 
corvette, Bogatyr, has been delayed for nearly a fortnight, and 
it is only within the last few days that she was enabled to pro- 
eced to sea, and commence her long voyage to the distant 
mouth of the Amoor. 

Accounts from Nicolayevsk mention the arrival there of the 
Japanese schooner. of war, Kamito-Maro, from Hakodadi. 





Besides the Captain, who' rejoices in the name of Misupu- 
Ssuoday, she has four other officers on board, two native pilota, 
and a crow of twenty-seven men, together with some Japanese 
merchants, who came as passengers with a view to reconnoitre, 
in a commercial sense, the Russian settlements on that coast, 
for which purpose they brought with them samples and speci- 
mens of their native produce and manufactures to try the 
market. The schooner was to remain at Nicolayevsk till the 
return of the Governor, Rear-Admiral Kasekewitsch, from 3 
tour of inspection to the newly-acquired territory, although 
the Captain denies that his mission has any political tendency. 

By the same post we are informed that a protocol, as an in- 
tegral addition to the Treaty of Peking, had been signed by 
the Russian and Chinese Commissioners at Turi-rog, the Rus- 
sian frontier town on Lake Hanki, by which the boundary line 
from the mouth of the Belenche, where it runs into that lake, 
down to the coast on the_sea of Japan, has now been definitely 
settled. 

There is no foundation for the report mentioned by the Pays 
and other journals, that a Russian eighty-gun ship had been 
lost on the coast of Japan and all her crew perished. Russia 
has no ship of tho line in the Pacific at present. 

Great exertions continue to be made for the completion of 
the electric telegraph to the Amoor. A further purchase of 
wire for this purpose has been ordered at Berlin, of the value of 
45,000 silver roubles, making the total sum thus expended 
amount to 105,000 silver roubles, which will suffice for 2,200 
wersts (about 1,500 miles) of land telegraphs. By means of 
this wire, telegraphic communication will be effected between 
St. Olga, Wladiwostock, De CastriesBay, the Port of Nowogorod, 
and Nicolayevsk. For the greater facility of putting up the 
lines along the banks of the Amoor, three more iron river- 
steamers of 15 horse power each, and a larger one of 35 horse 
power, have been ordered at the establishment of Messrs. J. C. 
Godeffray and Sons,-at Hamburg. The three former will be 
completed in December, and the latter in February next. 

The young Emperor of China, who is only seven years old, 
was proclaimed sovereign with all the usual ceremonies on the 
25th of August at Zehol, where his father died. Although the 
late Emperor's brother, Prince Kung, is not a member of the 
new Regency, he has been requested by them to remain at the 
head of the Foreign Department. This is considered an act of 
great importance for the future good understanding between the 
Court of Peking and the representatives of the European Powers, 

Count Eulenburg has at length succeeded in concluding the 
Treaty between Prussia and China, but it contains nothing about 
the right of having a resident Embassy at Peking, which is left 
for the present an open question and subject to future nego- 
tiations. The Count has forwarded to Berlin an official letter 
from the Japanese Government, announcing their intention to 
send a special Embassy to the Prussian capital in the spring. 

The imperial steam-corvette Rynda, of 350 horse-power 
bound for the Amoor, has just got away to sea from Cronstadt. 


HOLLAND, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmsrerDaM, Nov, 8, 

Scarcely six months have elapsed since the formation of the 
present Cabinet, and I have again to report a Ministerial crisis, 
It is understood that Mynheer Loudon, the Colonial Minister, 
has tendered his resignation, and that several other members of 
the Cabinet have followed his example. Among those named 
are Mr. van Tets van Goudriaan, Minister of Finance; Mr. J. A. 
Jolles, Minister for the Ecclesiastical Affairs of the Reformed 
Church ; and Baron Huyssen van Cattendyke, Minister for the 
Naval Department. The reason assigned for the resignation of 
these four Ministers is, that the Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
Baron van Zuylen van Nyefelt, bad sent off circular despatches 
to Foreign Governments connected with the recognition of 
Victor Emanuel as King of Italy, without the knowledge and 
consent of his colleagues.* 

Mr. Rochussen, the former Minister, has left the Hague for 
the Royal Summer Palace of the Loo, in obedience to a sum- 
mons from His Majesty. It is not unreasonably supposed that 
the has been sent for to give his advice respecting the formation 
of the new Cabinet, in which it is expected he will have a seat, 
if not placed at its head. 

One of tho first visible effects of the King’s late visit to Com-

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piegne and his subsequent interview with King Leopold at 
Liege, is the recognition of the Kingdom of Italy by Belgium. 

A letter from Curacao of the 7th of October gives the follow- 
ing list of vessels forming the Dutch squadron assembled in 
that port :—Steam-frigate Zeeland, 51, Captain Fabius, com- 
modore of the squadron ; Cornelis Dirks, Commander Koop- 
mann; Vesuvius, Commander A. Schotbergh; Djambi, Com- 
mander Jansen, and the schooner Atalante. The Stad Leeu- 
warden was expected from this country. In the face of the 

* civil war going on in Venezuela and the United States, as 
well as the very unsatisfactory state of affairs in Mexico, it is 
considered necessary to have a naval squadron of adequate 
strength to protect the Dutch commercial and maritime interests 
in that quarter of the globe, 

A letter from Delft states that the professors of the Oriental 
languages in Netherlands India belonging to the Royal Academy 
in that ancient city, have forwarded to the King an address, 
unanimously signed, complaining of the transgression of the 
rules on the part of the Director of the Academy, which alike 
interferes with the dignity and self-respect of the professors, 
and the comfort and education of the pupils. 

At a meeting of the Chamber of Commerce of Carlshaven 
situate in the centre of one of the most important manufactur- 
ing districts of this country, three separate proposals were 
Drought under discussion with regard to the Government plan 
for the new Indian tariff. They were as follows :— 

“1, A regular annual reduction of the existing duties at the rate of 
per cent. every year from 1862 till 1866, and then a further reduction, 

“2. A reduction once for all from 25 to20 per cent. on foreign goods, 
and ftom 12} to 10 per cent. on Dutch produce, to come into imme- 
diate operation; and 

“8, To reduce all duties to an uniform rate of 16 per cent, on foreign 
imports and 8 per cent. on Dutch produce.” 


‘The first proposition was carried by an overwhelming ma- 
jority, and the other two nogatived. 

The Netherlands Trading Company advertise for tenders to 
convey 300 tons of coke and 500 tons of coal from Newcastle 
to Sourabaya, as well as 500 tous of smithy coal from Cardiff 
to the above-named port. 

The King of the Belgians, as a proof of his respect of and 
attachment to the reigning dynasty of this country, has sent 
the insignia of the Grand Cross of the Order of Leopold to 
ELR.H. the Prince of Orange. 

Orders go out by this mail for a new expedition to Banjer- 
massing, with a proclamation offering a reward of 20,000 
florins for the head of the rebel chieftan Antasari. 

A letter from Harderwyk states that the Sergeant van der 
Horst, of the East India army, who so greatly distinguished 
himeelf in suppressing the late disturbances at Samarang, has 
been decorated by the King with tho insignia of a Knight of 
the Fourth Class of the Royal Military Order of Willem, At 
the same time a handsome gold watch was presented to the 
gallant Sergeant by the Major in command of the East India 
depot in that town, in the name of the inhabitants of Sama- 
yang, and which had been subscribed for by them as a mark 
of their gratitude and admiration of van der Horst’s courageous 
conduct under the most trying circumstances of conspiracy and 
danger. 

The King has been pleased to appoint Mr. J. J. Meyer, Civil 
Governor of the District of Tanah-Laut, in the Island of 
Borneo, to be Knight of the Order of the Crown of Oak. 

The Company’s sale of 2,013 chests of lacquered ware and 
other Japanese produce, commenced on the 28th October, and 
will last till the 12th instant. The articles were on show a 
week before the commencement of the sale, and attracted a 
very large number of dealers and others, among whom was an 
unusual concourse of ladies. It is not likely that the Company 
will make any great profit by their spirited enterprise, but it 
will have the good effect of familiarising the people in this 
country with the industry of Japan, and open the dvor for a 
future demapd for the produce and manufactures of that in- 
teresting country. « 


LIEUT.-COL. SAREL’S EXPEDITION. 

At the first meeting for the season of the Geographical 
Society, held on tho 11th inst., Lieut.-Colonel Sarel’s paper on 
his journey up the Yang-tse-Kiang towards India was read. 
Our readers will be aware from the notices which have appeared. 
in our Journal from time to time, that this expedition was 
intended to terminate in India, but that owing to the insur- 
mountable obstacles offered by tho Chinese, the members of it 
were compelled to return without accomplishing their purpose.

On the reading of the paper, the chairman, Sir R. Murchison, 
made the following remarks ;— 

“Some two months ago he received a letter from Monsignore G, 
D. Fleché, the vicar apostolic at Se-chuen, ia which it was rd that 
when the expedition landed at that place the inhabitants were so alarmed. 
at the costume of the Europeans that they threatened the wearers, who 
had to stay on board some time till the i habitants were enlightened as 
to the peaceful character of the expedition. He thought they were 
much: indebted to the members of the expedition, who had prepared the 
papers, for they had done much to fix the longitudes and latitudes of 
various places before unknown to this country; and they had also col- 
lected a vast amount of valuable statistics, which, when read in detail, 
would be found most interesting and important.” 


THE CONSULAR OFFICERS IN JAPAN. 

We understand thé following movements are about to take 
place among the British Consular officers in Japan, besides the 
return to England of Mr. Oliphant, Secretary of Legation, 
which we have already noticed:—Mr. Ensden returns to 
Yedo from Hakodadi. Mr, Euslie, relieves Mr. Ensden as Acting 
Consul. Mr. Meybergh, from Yedo, returns to Nagasaki as 
Acting Cousul, in the room of Mr, Morrison, who, on being re- 
lieved, will proceed to England for the benefit of his health, 
Dr. Jenkins proceeds per Odin from Nagasaki to Yedo. Mr, 
Schmid is re-appointed Interpreter and assistant at Nagasaki. 




















Retunw or Mn. Oxirant.—Mr. Oliphant has reached England, 
bearing considerable traces of the severe injury he received during the 
late murderous assault in Japan. He has the scar of a deep wound scrow 
the left arm, which has so affected the hand that the fingers are quite 
powerless. Mr. Oliphant reccived another wound over the clavicle, which 
Went within an inch of the jugular vein, and thus very narrowly escaped 
with his life, 

Lowpow Misstons 1 Cutva.—We are sorry to learn that the Rev. 
Mr. Dawson, a gentleman of fortune, who, with his young wife, had 
dedicated themselyes to the mission work in China, is now on his way 
home, being obliged to leave on account of his ill-health; and that Mrs. 
Edkins, the wife of one of the most able missionaries in Chine, died in 
Augusta tad loss to all the mission. ‘The season in the North of China

Literature. 


Narrative of the North China Campaign of 1860. Containing 
Personal Experiences of Chinese Character, and of the 
Moral and Social Condition of the Country ; together with 
a Description of the Interior of Peking. By Robert 
Swinhoe, Smith, Elder, and Co, 

Mr. Swinhoe’s volume will bo read with avidity by his coun- 
trymen, both in Eugland and in the Far East, for he tells a story 
which has not hitherto been told so connectedly or so well. 
The main facts of the North China campaign, and the official 
documents which have been published in connection with it, 
will be familiar to most of our readers; but, for singular in- 
cidents, for picturesque or lively descriptions, for those touch- 
ing or amusing details which give vitality and interest to the 
dry narrative of military operations, they will do well to refer 
to the able work before us. 

Mr. Swinhoe deprecates criticism on the literary defects of 
his narrative, owing to his absence from England and conse- 
quent inability to see it through the press. The excuse is in 
the main a valid one, yet it will not exonerate him from an 
error into which he has several times fallen, Fine writing is 
generally the fault of very young or very fecble authors ; but 
Mr, Swinhoe’s account of Formosa, published some time 
sinco in the journal of the Royal Asiatic Society, proves 
that he is far from being a literary ncophyte. Yet. again 
and again we meet with passages in his yoluine which may 
attract schoolboys or very young ladies, but which are simply 
annoying to the reader whose taste and judgment are matured, 
The truth is Mr, Swiuhoe is not blessed with an imaginative 
temperament, and his attempts to be poetical are singularly 
unsuzcessful. 

Every writer has his weak point ; and having alluded to Mr. 
Swinhoe’s, wo are glad to pass from it to more attractive 
matter. “It has been my object,” he says, “to write a com- 
plete account of the campaign, in conjunction with my own ex- 
periences in it, and I have thought it best to note every event 
in order as it occurred; for, if any portion were cut out, it 
would spoil the free course of the narrative.’ Such a plan 
may be injurious to dramatic effect, but it adds greatly to the 
historical value of the narrative, and we think that the author 
has done wisely in thus acting as a chronicler rather than as 
an historian, The cream of the volume, then, as our readers 
will conclude from what we ,have stated, is to be found in its 
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details. Of a few of these we shall willingly avail ourselves, 
and by so doing shall best recommend the work to the at- 
tention of the public. 

An interpreter, during the lato war in China, had strange 
and onerous duties to perform; and one which fell heavily on 
Mr. Swinhoe was to bargain with the natives for the price 
of provisions and of cattle. The commissariat department of 
the British army afforded a striking contrast to that provided 
by the French Government—and equally striking was the dif- 
ference between the strict discipline of the British commanders 
and the laxity which prevailed in the French army. At 
Pehtang, for instance, all looting was ubsolutely forbidden, and 
“many a poor fellow was flogged unmercifully for picking up 
@ trifle,” while Frenchmen were constantly to be met with, 
with big sticks in hand, “ rushing into the houses, and ran- 
sacking right and left.” 

“« What articles they did not carry away they ruthlessly destroyed. ‘The 
few natives who still lingered by their unusurped domiciles quietly watched 
with the eye of despair the destruction of all the property they possessed 
in the world, and the ruin of their hopes, perhaps, for ever. A few, both 
men and women, committed suicide, but the majority quietly escaped to 
the neighbouring villages, and many others were still to be seen retiring 
from the scene of destruction with theit packs of worldly goodg on their 
backs, But I grieve to say that even these poor wreiches did not pass 
away scathless. As soon as they reached the open beyond the village, 
they were met by prowling soldiers who had watched for them, and made 
to exhibit the contents of their packs before they were allowed to depart 
in peace.” 

The French soldiers were in evil plight enough themselves, 
and looting became, indced, a necessity of existence. ‘They 
were forced to search the streets for pigs, and, failing these, 
were glad to sit down to their bouillon of dog or cat. We 
have always maintained that our councction with Frence in 
the late campaign was most undesirable, and thut the interesty 
of that country in China were uot only trivial when compared 
with our own, but were in vharacter utterly dissimilar, Mr. 
Swinhoe does not commit himself on this subject to avy de- 
cided statements, but it is easy to seo that his viows are 
identical with our own. He notes, with quiet indignation, 
the French habit of always claiming to be the first in entering 
a fortification or in attacking the enemy, and thinks it 
monstrous that our allies should have claimed the same in- 
demnity as Lord Elgin demanded. But the best, or worst, 
story which Mr. Swinhoe has to tell of the Imperial forces 
is in connection with the capture of the Yuen-ming-yuen. 
General Montauban, it scems, solemnly protested that he had 
strictly prohibited his troops from. entering within the walls 
of the Palace until the British came up, that all might have 
an equal chance. Yet, while our interpreter was proceeding 
to examine the curiosities of the Palace, the French officers 
began seizing everything they could lay their hands upon, 

“ After allowing his people to load themselves as fast as they could 
for about ten minutes, the general insisted upon them all following him 
out, and kept on repeating that looting was strictly prohibited, and he 
would not allow it, although his officers were doing it without any re- 
serve before his own cy He then told the brigadier that nothing 
should be touched until Sir Hope Grant arrived. Just as we were walk- 
ing out of the chief gateway an officer accosted the general, and informed 
him that they had caught a Chinese stealing a pair of old shoes out of the 
Imperial grounds. ‘Bring him here,’ said the indignant general; 
‘have we not said that looting is strictly forbidden?’ The prisoner 
came forward trembling, and the gallant general exhausted his wrath with 
his cane about the shoulders of this luckless scapegoat. The brigadier 
then went to breakfast with General Montauban and staff, and I sought 
my friends of the Bureau Topoyraphique. The French camp was re- 
yelling in silks and bijouterie. Everybody had some rare curios to show 
me, asking me their worth, as, being an interpreter, and having the 
eunuch with me, they looked upon me as quite a connoisseur. One 
French officer had a string of splendid pearls, each pearl being of the 
size of a marble (this he afterwards foolishly disposed of at Hong Kong 
for £8,000) ; others had pencil-cases set with diamonds ; others watches 
and vases set with pearls. Indeed, it would be an eniless task to enu- 
merate all the valuables already appropriated from the Palace, and yet 
the French general had asserted that nothing had been taken, as looting 
was strictly prohibited!" 

Such a general must be highly esteemed by his master, 
who is equally prone to make strong protestations and to act 
in direct coutradiction to them. Lord Elgin spoke against 
the looting in very plain language, saying, “1 would like a 
great many things that the Palace contains, but Iam not a 
thief. After the release, however, of Messrs. Parkes and Loch 
the looting became general, “What a terrible sccuc of de- 
struction presented itself! Officers aud men, English and 
French, were rushing about in a most unbecowing manner, 
each eager for the acquisition of valuables. Most of tic 
Frenchmen were armed with large clubs, aud what they could 
not carry away they smashed to atoms. In one room you 
would see several officers and men of all ranks with their 














heads and hands brushing and knocking together in the same 
box searching and grasping its contents. In another, » 
scramble was going on over a collection of haudsome state 
robes. Some would be playing pitch and toss against the 
large mirrors ; others would bo amusing themselves by taking 
‘cock’ shots at the chandeliers, Respect for position was 
completely lost sight of, aud the most perfect disorganisation 
prevailed.” 

Sir Hope Grant’s after orders to call in the loot, and to 
submit the various articles acquired to public sale, together 
with his generous gift to the men of his own share in the 
spoil, are among the familiar ‘ncidents of the war. The saddest 
page in the whole story—we mean the murder of the English 
prisoners—as written by Mr. Swinhoe, is also necessarily a 
recapitulation of well-known and mournful facts, The indig- 
nation and sorrow excited in the camp, the burial of the 
murdered men in the Russian Cemetery, aud the destruction 
of the Summer Palace are described somewhat minutely, and 
Mr. Swinhoe does not fail to note the inconsistency of our 
{allies in refusing to co-operate in firing the Palace when 
| ‘the chief mischief had been committed by themselves, not 
| ouly in purloining and demolishing everything that the Palace 
coutained in the way of art, but also in having permitted their 
men to incendiarise the choicest rooms of the Emperor.” 

Mr. Swiuhoe makes no attempt in his account of the cam- 
paign to take a broad view of British policy in China, neither 
does he venture to give any opinion as to whether the course 
to be pursued in the future should bo that of strict neutrality 
or of interference on the Imperiulist side. He accepts the war 
as a necessity, and hopes that Chinamen will be grateful for 
it, as having been the means of introducing the blessings of 
Christianity. That good will bo “the final goal of ill” we 
do not doubt; but human nature in China must be quite 
different from what it is in civilised and Christian countries if, 
in anticipation of the ultimate gain, the Cclestials are thankful 
for the viclation of their women, the destruction of their pro- 
perty, and the death or mutilation of their friends. 

In conclusion, we recommend Mr. Swinhoe’s narrative of 
the recent campaign as a fuithful apd honest description of an 
eye-wituess of tho scenes recorded, and of one who in many of 
them performed no unimportant part. 


The Russiuna on the Amoor ; its Discovery, Conquest, and Colo- 
nivation ; with a Description of the Country, its Inhabitants, 
Productions, and Commercial Capabilities. By E, G. Ra- 
venstein,’ Illustrated by Maps, Plates, andSEn- 
gravings. iibner aud Co. 1861. 

This volume, the labour of several years, supplies a want in 
English literature, aud is, at the same time, a valuable con. 
tribution to geographical science. There is a breadth and 
massiveness about tho work which mark it off very dis- 
tinctly from the light books of travel or history which are 
written to amuse a railroad traveller, or a subscriber to 
Mudie’s, It is impossible ‘to over-estimate the import- 
ance of the subject which Mr, Ravenstein has chosen 
for his theme, and yet it is one with which most Eng- 
lishinca are but slightly acquainted. ‘The fact !that 
Russia has advanced within six hundred miles of Peking, that 
her recent acquisitions in China comprise mighty provinces 
rich with the capabilities of commerce; that she has founded 
military stations, and peopled cities, and formed companies, 
and launched steam-ships, and established lines of telegraph, 
by means of which news from the capital of China is first 
carried to Europe—proves, however, that we, as Englishmen, 
cannot afford to remain indifferent to the progress thus made, 
and to the success which has hitherto crowned it. By the aid 
of the map which accompanies the volume, and a copy of which 
we are glad to present to our subscribers, it is as interesting as 
it is profitable to follow Mr, Raveustciv iu his narrative of 
geographical explorations, aud of the rapid advances made by 
Russia in these comparatively unknown regions of the world. 

We propose to return again shortly to Mr. Ravenstein’s work, 
and to consider some of the subjects suggested by it, which are 
of special interest to tho merchant and politician. Many of 
the historical statements made by the writer are worthy of at- 
tention, and the chapter which is devoted to a consideration of 
the commercial resources of the country contains much fruitful 
matter, of which we siail gladly avail ourselves. In the mean- 
while, we recommend every one who wishes to understand the 











position and prospects of the Russians on the Amoor not only 
to read, bat thoroughly to master, the facts put forth by 
Mr. Ravenstein. 
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FRENCH PROGRESS IN COCHIN-CHINA, 


‘Tae conduct of the French in Cochin-China, unlike that of the 
French Emprror in Europe, is not 80 complex as to be unin- 
telligible to those who are acquainted with the geography of 
that quarter of the world. It has ever been a dream of 
France to found an Empire in the East, and nothing, per- 
haps, save the defeat at Waterloo is more galling to her pride 
than the utter failure of the hopes which were excited upwards 
of a contury ago by the genius and ambition of her Governor of 
Pondicherry. But while it is not difficult to understand the 
present policy of France in Cochin-China, it is difficult to 
ascertain the nature and extent of jher operations in that 
country. Almost all the information which reaches us is 
derived from French sources ; and in the efforts we have made 
from time to time to furnish details of the progress of 
French arms in Cochin-China, we have often been perplexed 
by the obviously one-sided accounts from which we have been 
compelled to form a judgment from the information recorded 
in our columns, One thing, however, is, we think, at least 
clear, that in Cochin-China, as in Algeria, the French have re- 
solved to found a colony,and to conquer a country, partly it may 
be, for tho peaceful purposes of commerce, but mainly to occupy 
an important naval and military position. It, therefore, behoves 
our Government to be fully alive to the consequences which may 
grow out of this policy. There is no cause for irritation on 
our part, still less for fear: but at the same time we should be 
prepared for the contingencies—possible at least, and as we 
believe probable—which are liable to arise from the military 
occupation of Cochin-China and command of the mouths of the 
Kamboja river by our rivals and allies, But although we be- 
lieve this is the main object of the French in establishing 
themselves in that country, there are other advantages to be 
gaiued from the annexation to which they are evidently not 
insensible. 

Russia, having possessed herself of the great Asiatic river, 
Amoor, which runs @ course from the west of full 1,800 miles 
to the Pacific Ocean, is laying down tramways and setting up 
telegraphs from her European wires to her new port and arse- 
nal at the mouth of the Toumen, in the Sea of Japan. It is 
through St. Petersburg that we now reccive intelligence of the 
events which occur in the North of China ; and it was, as our 
readers are awaro, through that channel that we were first 
informod of the termination of the last Chinese war, of the 
death of the Empzror, and the recent conclusion at Tien-tsin 
of a treaty between the Chinese and Prussia. In fact, no one 
can doubt that the progress of Russian encroachment along the 
whole west, north, and east of the Chinese Empire, has given 
her the position and power to dominecr, henceforth, over both 
the Chinese and Japanese Governments, and to hold command 
of the Sea of Japan and adjacent waters. While Russia has 
thus progressed, almost by stealth, in the Northern part of the 
“Far East,” France has been securing a territorial position in its 
more Southern part. Her hostile acquisition of Cochin-China 
and formal annexation of it to the French Empire, the occupa- 
tion of its extensive coast, its rich country and its navigable 
rivers, her improvement of the originally formidable fortifica- 
tions of Saigon, with the construction of docks and erection of 
lighthouses in that direction, show a systematic imitation of 
the course pursued by Russia in the North, 

















‘We do not say that we should view these rapid Asiatic 
acquisitions of those two naval and military European Powers 
as hostile. It would be narrow-minded in us to regard all the 
rich and populous countries of the East as a trading preserve 
of our own, There is in the those countries ample room for the 
commercial enterprise of all civilised nations. It has been 
for England to lead the way; and we should neither wonder 
or begrudge that others, free from the cares and cost of wars in 
Europe, should essay to follow our example in Asia, At the 
same time, we should carefully remember the new relations 
in which these two leading European Powers now exist to 
ourselves and to others. For purposes of both commerce 
and war, steam navigation, railroads, and telegraphs, have 
changed the face of the earth. And where differeut, powerful 
nations penetrate, though at far distant points of it, into a 
distant country, for the peaceful pursuits of trade, there 
commercial rivalries and jealousies are sure to arise, and create 
a struggle between them for supremacy in the councils of the 
country into which they have intruded. Their very position 
and opposing interests in such a country place them within 
the range of those great causes of strifo that affect, at times, 
even the most civilised nations, 

‘The original expedition to Cochin-China was professedly to 
redress wrongs French missionaries had sustained at the hands 
of its Sovereign. That object, however, accomplished, the invasion 
has continued, and annexation of the country to France been 
formally proclaimed : thus showing that political objects in that 
quarter influence the French ruler. The very imposing fort of 
Saigon stands on the most navigable of the several mouths of the 
Kamboja river. That river has its rise in the lofty snow ranges 
of north-western Thibet, and, after flowing a length of several 
hundreds of miles through that country, enters Western China 
8 large stream, at the extreme north of the province of Yun- 
nan, flows nearly due south for some more hundreds of miles 
through that province, until it reaches eastern Burmab, and 
flows still southward until it enters the territory of the inland 
States of Laos, from which it runs, south-easterly, to the new 
French territory of Cochin-China, entering the sea at about 60 
miles below the French Cochin-Chinese capital of Saigon, at 
about 10 deg. N. lat. 

Now, when we state that at the Burman city of Kiang-Hung, 
which is 860 miles direct from the sea, this river measures 1,600 
feet during the floods, and in the dryest season is never less 
than 540 fect in width and 16 feet in depth, and that it is 
navigable from Kiang-Hung far up into Western China, it) be- 
comes at least highly probable that the eyes of French mer- 
chants, if not of the Emrgror, have been directed to Cochin- 
China, as offering a route by this stream to a future exclusive 
commerce with the western inland half of China, , This idea, 
too, is not a little strengthened when we call to mind that, 
although the policy of our Government has, strangely enough, 
hitherto discountenanced the exchange of friendly missions 
between our Sovereigns and the Kings of Burmah, yet that 
the last occupier of the Golden Throne at Amarapoora sent 
Ambassadors to King Louts Patuipre at Paris, and that the now 
peaceful occupier of it has sent Envoys to the present Ex- 
PeRoR of the French, and entered into Treaty relations with 
him, the particulars of which have never been made public, 
nor, we imagine, been correctly ascertainod by the diplomats of 
our Foreign-office. 


DEATH OF THE EMPEROR OF CHINA. 


Taat Hien Fone died on the 22nd August last, in the 30th. 
year of his age, is nearly all we know with absolute certainty 
respecting the departure of a monarch who ruled, or imagined 
that he ruled, an enormous Empire. His reign has been 
marked by great events. Eleven years seems a short time in 
the history of country that carries back its chronicles and 
traditions into far distant ages ; but those years have been 
pregnant with eventful circumstances, which give them a 
strange significance in the long and somewhat mono- 
tonous chapter of Chinese history. Though the late Em- 
Peron died in the early prime of manhood, he lived long 
enough to incuran indelible disgrace, and to know that he could 
only purchase peace by implicitly submitting to the demands of 
his conquerors. And not only had he to contend with the 
pressure imposed upon him from without, he had also to main- 
tain a conflict with rebels, in the heart of his own dominions, 
8 conflict that seems to betoken a chronic disease in the politi- 
cal condition of the country which no remedy in the possession 
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of the Imperialists is strong enough to reach. If, as has been 
reported, the late Exrsnor surrendered himself to luxury and 
dissipation, it cannot be denied that his temptations to such 
@ course were powerful, and that in yielding to them he proved 
his unfitness for empire more even than his moral degradation. 
‘The standard of right is indeed the same all the world over ; 
but the position occupied by an heathen Emperor at the head 
of a Government so utterly and openly corrupt as that of China 
—by a young man surrounded at once by boundless luxuries, 
and by perplexities which threatened every day to increase,— 
renders the conduct of Hien Fone if, indeed, it has been cor- 
rectly described, a subject for our pity rather than our blame. 

‘We can but vaguely conjecture the effect of the EmPrror’s 
decease on our future relations with China. To us the mo- 
narch of the Celestials has been little more than a puppet—a 
name rather than a person, and the news of his death has been 
received in England with comparative indifference. Contrary 
to the usual custom in China, the infant son of the Emprror 
hhas been proclaimed as his successor. This fact, while it is 
ominous of evil for the country in its present distracted state, 
concerns us mainly in its relation to British interests. If Prince 
Kone acts as Regent all may be well; if the old war party 
comes oncermore into power, our Treaty rights may be again 
repudiated, and the hopes we have formed for the future, over- 
clouded. 


It is singular that the death of the Emperor should have 
afforded a solution to the difficulty which has been hitherto 
kept in abeyance, By our recent treaty the Emreron was 
bound, on returning to Peking, to receive our Ambassador ; 
but months have passed on and Hien Fone has carefully 
avoided a return to his capital. Probably he dreaded the humi- 
liation of such an ordeal, and so delayed untilfdeath came to his 
relief and cut the gordian knot.

Monetary and Commercial. 


At the meeting of the Red Sea and India Telegraph Com- 
pany on the 5th inst., the propositions made by Government 
were accepted, on condition that the annuity proposed should 
be made clear. A report will be found in another column. The 
capital of the new Company has been subscribed, and the pre- 
parations are uow being made for despatching the necessary 
cable, estimated at 200 miles, for the repairs of the sections 
between Aden and Kurrachee, on the successful completion of 
which, the sections between Suez and Aden will be proceeded 
with. The working of the Aden-Kurrachee line will shorten 
the communication with India, but only in an indirect manner 
with the Straits, China, &c., viz, by passing messages from 
Kurrachee to Calcutta, and thence to Ceylon, where they may 
occasionally catch a steamer in advance of the mail. When 
the Sucz-Aden section is working, the communication with 
China will, by the aid of the lines lately opened between 
Malta and Alexandria, be reduced to twenty-six days, 

The arrangements necessary to be made for the transmission 
of messages by the Malta and Alexandria Cable, on behalf of 
the public, have been completed earlier than expected, and the 
line is now open from London to Alexandria, at a cost of 
£2. 6s. 9d. per twenty words, This reduces the time of com- 
munication with India, China, &., by six days. The line to 
Malta is now working more satisfactorily, in consequence of 
English clerks being placed at all the stations en route. 

It is understood that there are some new Indian bauking 
projects about to be brought forward, and one, if not more, it 
is said, will be influentially supported. Tho object, it is stated, 
is to take advantage of the field of enterprise presented in 
that locality, particularly under recent changes, the prospects 
connected with which are steadily improving. Institutions of 
tho kind, however, will involve serious responsibilities, and 
therefore it is to be hoped their organisation will be delegated 
to properly recognised individuals. > 
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The bar silver brought by the last steamer from Mexico has 
been disposed of at 604d. per oz, and the dollars at 598d.

An extraordinary general meeting of the shareholders in the 

Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China, was held on 

the 30th ult. at the London ‘Tavern, for the purpose of de- 

claring an interim dividend for the half-year ending 30th June 

last; T, M. Mitchell, Esq., M.P., presided, who made the fol- 
lowing statement :— . 


“That this was the half-yearly meeting at which it was not the practice 
to present the accounts. He had to move that a dividend of 6 per cent. 
per annum, free from Income-tax, be declared for the half-year. Although 
they did not furnish accounts, he could inform them that, after paying the 
dividend, they would be able to carry forward about £5,000. He wished 
he had not to add that, since the accounts were made up, one of their 
agents had incurred a liability of £20,000.

8jd., and now 13d. for fair to good fair Orleans, which is the highest 
price known for thirty ax years. The advance in Yarn has been 2d., 
the prices for Water being respectively 104d. and12}d. In Grey Shirt- 
ings the advance has been Is. 4$d., the prices being for 40 in. 8-6ths re- 
spectively, 88. 104d. and 10s. Sd. The present stock of American cotton 
held at Liverpool is less by 236,550 bales than at this time last year. The 
shipments from the United States during the four months ended Decem. 
Bist, 1860, amounted to 1,000,000 bales, whilst this year they will be nil. 
‘The high prices now being realised for cotton, of all grades, will, most cer 
tainly, attract increased supplies from all other countries, but these must 
fall far short of the deficiency for a long time forward.
